Senior Action In a Gay Enviroment (SAGE), Ws are ^ 
eavesdropping on oral histories of the 30 s ydien 
these black and vhite lesbians and gay men lived cut 
their lives, passing for straight, contending with 
the usual hell fire and dannation. A black grand¬ 
mother hunourously recalls the thunder and lighten¬ 
ing that befell her when she could no longer live a 
lie, and the eventual surprise and obvic^ accep¬ 
tance voiced by her grandaughter on film, when she 
realised that her gran and Sharon were* in fact, 
longtime lovers. The aged umtress who felt that 
she lived in a foreign country, but had new "ceme 
home" to the lesbian centre and a niche as an 
ironic, agitprop singer too. The lesbian with 
perkinson^s disease, who recalls in covering voice 
how she first wrote the word "lesbian'* in her diary 
then tore it out only to find it days later, star¬ 
ing up at her from the floor of the family heme, 
realisirg that it was the first time she bad act¬ 
ually naned herself. The two gay lovers, 50 years 
on, and still very clearly in love. 

This film is undoubtedly a major highli^t of 
the Charnel 4 season, only spoiled by the often in¬ 
audible questiors of the interviewers, making some 
of the responses weaker. In cur youth-orientated 
culture, this is vital viewing, long overdue. For 
these determined, lively elders wont lie down and 
fade quietly away. We should celebrate that their 
retirement is only a passing phase.

Add to that the fear that you might 
just have "something not quite nice a 
sexually transmitted disease, ocranon- 
ly called "the clap", and you have a 
recipe for fear which can build up. 

But how the hell do you tell a perfect 
stranger that you've just had sex with 
another man? 

I wondered vhat a clinic first- 
timer vpould feel as he entered. We 
always seem to remember past bad ex¬ 
periences, never the good ones. It's 
understandable then, to feel a little 
cautious at least. 

But I need not have worried, for 
one thing Dr. Chris Bignell is no 
stranger to Nottingham; he studied 
here and has wodeed in London and 
Leeds where he was a Senior Registrar, 
before returning here to the General 
Hospital as Consultant-in-Charge of 
the Sexially Transmitted Diseases 
Qinic. Over the years he has gained 
a wide knowledge of seme of the medi¬ 
cal and socialproblems g^y men en¬ 
counter, making him familiar with the 
London and provincial gay scenes. 

He imnediately puts you at ease 
and, had I been a patient that day, I 
would have felt reassured by his re¬ 
laxed and caring manner, vhich by the 
way, extends to the rest of the staff, 
allowing for the off days what we all 
have; like us they are hunan beings 
as well.
